WASHINGTON - My threshold of outrage isprelty 
high these days, having been raised slowly ovcrslx 
dccadesof observing vandalism, murder, war and 
varlour other assaults on civilization and reason. 

However, even e pretty dull sense of outrage can fed 
J abs throu^ a pretty thick skin when the air waves are 
full of hucksters offering (0 fight my annual skirmish with 
the Internal Revenue Service, and the papers are full of 
i^torles alout how tb? larger economic battle Is being lost. 

New York City, says The New York Times, is about lo 
buy 325 new subway cars to replace cars "which ore 30 
years old. The cars cost $844,500 euch, nnd it's nice [hat. ' 
ihc city can afford the S274 million which that works out 
lo Vou r emem ber when New York City was down In 
"WasfiingtonwithTTntlnhand.-begglngihe federal 
govemmeni lo guarantee lis borrowings.

TOKYO (UPI) - A Violent earth- 
quake Jolted Japan's nortiienunost 
Island of Hokkaido Sunday. 

It collapsed about 80 buildings, 
disrupted power and water siqipltes 
and Injured more than 100 people. 

Hokkaido is separated by the 
Tsugaru Strait from Honshu, where 
warm ^rlng rains were blamed for a 
series of avalandies which police said 
killed 15 mountain climbers, including 
seven women. It was the worst such 
accident In Japan's mountain climb- 
ing histoiy since 18 people were killed 
on Ml. Fuji in 1972. 

Measuring 7.3 on the Rlchter scale, 
the initial shock on Hokkaido was 
registered around midday and af- 
tershocks cooUaued for several more 
hours. The Earthquake Center said it 
recorded 25 tremors. 

The Maritime Safety Agency said It 
observed a 6-foot hl^ tidal wave in 
the Pacific off Hokkaido but It appar- . 
ehtly dissipated before reaching the 
Island. 

TM agency estimated the epicenter 
of tbcquake was 3 miles under the sea 
off Urakawa, a fishing town of iS.ooo 
-pooplc-tba 
the island. 

"Zoom, and everything began roll- 
ing from east to west," said Jun 
-Honma-of-tbe Urakawa-town office.— 
"Glass cups and windows broke one
